Editor Mr. Hodgson : — Mr. K. W. 
Flisbee has been accused of making a 
blunder in his statistics of deaf-mute 
offspring, and in his defence on that 
point, I wish to say lie was about 
right, and it is needless to repeat, as 
others have already said in the Joik- 
nal, that the percentage *>( inherited 
deafness docs not depend upon the 
number of children, but the number 
id' families. But what shocked me 
the most is Mr. Frisbee's ahsurd 
answers to Mr. H. 0. White's ques- 
tions. We could not see how he 
could make such exaggerating figures, 
as shown in his letter. He might 
either have misunderstood or read 
the questions in a haste ; otherwise 
he would not have made such blun- 
ders. 

The answer to Mr. White's first 
question is five families, and as to 
how many of the parents m the five 
families are congenital, and the num- 
ber of families having one non-con- 
genital parent married to a congenital, 
I am unable to furnish these answers, 
as I have no time to canvass. 1 agree 
with Mr. Frisbee not to furnish the 
names of these families, but as Mr. 
White's presumption of the number 
of .leaf-mutes having deaf offspring 
is about the same as mini-. In- can 
furnish the names just as well. 

Mr. W. K. Chase seems to have 
regretted sending Mr. Frisbee In 
Paris, and also electing him Presi- 
dent of the New England Gallaudet 
Association, on aeeount of the all 
blunder. He apparently wished him 
to protect the deaf, even if it neces- 
sitates him to give a falsehood, in 
order to protect the deaf. Mr. Chase 
is, I understand, a teacher in a Bible 
Class. This standing, together with 
the apparent wish shown in his letter, 
reminds me of a story of a grocer 
asking his offioe boy if lie had water- 
ed the molasses and sanded the 
sugar, to whiofa the boj replied in 
the affirmative, and the grocer said to 
the boy, " You «'<'.'/ come to the 
prayer-meeting."

receiving any salary foa their services 

-and the sum of IfilftO was raised. 

The total expenditure of the 
association during the year, for print- 
ing, postage, stationery, car fares, etc, 
amounted to *5.7.\ leaving a deficit 
of 25 cents, which was highly satis- 
factory to the members. The Si 
t ion is' under a debt of gratitude to 
the trustees of St. Paul's Church for 
the free use of their guild-room. 
Thanks were also tendered to the city 
press for kindly notices of the work. 
especially to the Tvnot, which pub- 
lished a full report of the opening ser 
vice and sermon last November; also 
t,> the Dbsjt Morns' Joi bnal of 

New York for free notices and 
other favors. The secretary had re- 
ceived a good many letters from deaf- 
mutes in the East and in Canada who 
expressed their desire and intention 
to make their homes in Los Angeles 
if work could be obtained for them. 
It is not the mission of the association 

to encourage such to come to this 

city, where it is so difficult to obtain 
ompoyment for mechanics and factory 
hands, so they are advised to remain 
where they are unless they have 
means enough to take up a few a. 
of land and engage in fruit and x . 
table farming. When deaf-mutes 

1 character do tind their way to 

the city, tl. iation is alv, 

ready to assist them to find work and 
to advise them. 

The deaf-mutes of Lot Angeles 
have every reason to be thankful for 
the manifold blessings they ha\ 
joyed during the past year. The 
extremely thankful to those kind em 
I who have given them work, 
have manifested their gratitude 
by their diligence, industry and faith- 
fulness at their work, and thus shown 
that their deafness is no bar to thom 
to compete with their more favored 
follow -citir.ens in earning an honest 
livelihood in the City of Angels. 

The officers of the association were 
unanimously re-elected, and a hearty 
vote of thanks was given the mission- 
ary and his wife for their enj 
entertainment. — Lm Angeles Tithes,

The " Nil.-m ll.li».r«." 

A club, under the title of the " Sil- 
ent Helpers " was organised by tin- 
older boys of the Central New York 
Deaf-Mute Institute last February. It 
ma\ be the first organization of its 
kind in New York State, and its ob 
ieot is to aid various charities. It 
is a benevolent club. It usually had 
eighteen members, till a few days 
ago six new members being welcomed 
to the club. To-day the club has 
twenty-four members, and is governed 

by the offioere appointed by the mem- 
bers. The following officers were 
elected to serve a year : President, 
John H. Thomas; Yieo-Presidonl, 
Stiles R. Woodworth, and Secretary 
and Treasurer, Charles A. Messenger. 
The executive committee consists of 
these above mentioned officers. Any 
deaf gentleman who has a great desire 
to be a member of the club, will be 
welcomed. If he is allowed to be I 
member, he shall contribute at least 
twenty-live cents to the treasury of 
the club. The dues, live cents every 
month, are to be sent by each mem- 
ber. All the members must be chari- 
table and always endeavor in different 
ways to procure aid which can be 
used for I lie benelil of the various 
charities. Since the organization, the 
club has had good success. On 
Thanksgiving evening (Nov. 87), in 
the Institution dining room, a 
number of pupils, graduates and speak- 
ing people, attended a social assembly, 
and two booths were erected and drap- 
ed with United States flags. At 

one of them the sale of refreshments 

kept busy by John II. Thomas 
and Charles' A. Messenger, and so was 
Stiles R. Woodworth, all of whom 
represented the "Silent Helpers." 
The result was that evorythin: 
cleared out, and the proceeds gave 
profound satisfaction. Generally 

it is considered that the object is to 
aid the Gallaudet Home for Aged and 

Infirm Deaf-Mates me of the 

proceeds have been sent to the Home 
lately. It is true that many deaf- 
mutes have prospered while laboring 
to discharge obligations, but, mi the 
other hand, the country is full of deaf- 
mutes contending hopelessly against 
debts that ought never to have been 
contracted. They should meet the 
unavoidable ills of life with a cheer- 
ful countenance and a brave heart. 

One of our neighbors, a deaf-mute, 
who is an uneducated man, has a hard 
time to support his family and him- 
for he has many obstacles in the 
pathway of his world-life. In our 
great pity for him, nearly thirty 
pounds of pork wore presented to him 
by tin- " Silent Helpers" last Satur- 
day. He said that he was much 
pleased with it, and also he found 
some coal and wood near his house, 
and did not know who sent them to 
him. He says " Cod bless the people " 
who comfort him and his family. All 
the members will be thanked fortheir 
kind assistance m their endeavors to 
sustain tin- reputation of the club. 
Happily members may so pass the 
periods of youth and middle life that 
the retrospection may afford both 
ire and profit.
